The  esteemer!  citizen  who  signs  himself 
“Facts"  in  your  last  issue  succeeded  very 
well.

first  steps.  Clearly  enough,  ‘our  friend  is 
opposed  to  this  enterprise,  and  so  he 
winds  up  l  y  some  big-wig  balderdash 
about  “the  preponderance  of  probability,  ’ 
that  leaves  one  still  in  doubt  as  to  wheth¬ 
er  he  wants  to  boom  the  saloons,  or  is 
simply  an  old  moss-hack  who  wants  to 
revolutionize  Bloomfield  backward  to  the 
“Stone  Ages."  For  my'pait,  I  own  I  have 
not  be&n  an  active  church  or  Sunday- 
school  worker;  II Confess,  I  have  waited 
until  others  have  led  this  movement,  but 
I’m  not  therefore  going  .to  kick  against  it, 
but  give  it  moial  and  material  support,  in 
a  modest  way.

THE  KLM  BEETLE. 

Mr.  Dailey  stated  that  he  had  received 
a  letter  from  the  United  States  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  relating  to  the  elm 
pest,  and  which  was  read  before  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  Being  of  general  interest  to  many 
of  our  citizens,  the  letter  is  published  be¬ 
low  : 

M  A.  Dailey, 

Dear  Sir: 

Iu  the  absent  e -pf  Prof.  Riley  I  beg  to 
acknowledge  tfle  receipt  of  yours  of  27th 
ult.  If  3’ou  are  certain  that  you  have  the 
Imported  Elm  {Tree  Beetle  ( Oaleruca  xan- 
thomrlnenu.)  theian^wer  to  your  question  is 
very  simple.  Yijuiianuot  effecluully  destroy 
the  insects  byi  any  kind  of  a  bandage 
applied  to^the  trunk  of  the  tree,  includ¬ 
ing  the  oil-troughj  of  which  you  speak. 
The  adult  female  beetle  Hies  readily  from 
tree  to  tree  aqd  Ideposita  her  eggs.  As 
you  have  doubtless  noticed,  the  larvae  af¬ 
ter  attaining  theirj  full  growth  crawl  dowi^ 
the  trunk  to  transform  in  the  earth  at  the 
base  of  the  tree  and  many  would  be  stop¬ 
ped  in  this  way  by  the  trough  and  killed  ; 
still  nearly  as  many  more  will  escape  and 
at  the  very  best  those  which  are  so  killed 
are  only  destroyed  after  they  have  done 
their  work.  The  blaim  the  “female  which 
lays  the  eggs  djoeh  not  fly  but  crawls  up 
the  tree"  is  of  omlrse  correct  for  the  Cank¬ 
er  worm  but  debi<  edly  wrong  for  this  in¬ 
sect.  The  speefia;  Bulletiu  on  the  subject 
of  the  Elm-leaf  Bteetle  published  by  this 
Division  a  yeai  or  so  ago  Is  now  out  of 
print  but  we  hobeito  reissue  it  before  an¬ 
other  season,  Jn  which  case  1  will  take 
pleasure  in  sending  you  copies.  Mean¬ 
time  I  will  clip  the  portion  on  remedies 
from  a  cut  copy  and  send  It  to  you.
